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Council Worksession Explores 
Greenbelt Station Possibilities 


The Greenbelt City Council 
held another of its stakeholder 
worksessions on June 11, this time 
with representatives of the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA), operators 
of the Metro transit lines and area 
bus service. Also present at their 
request were representatives of 
Petrie Ross Ventures (PRV), the 
designated developer of WMATA’s 
Greenbelt Metro Station property. 
Plans call for a mixed use, transit- 
oriented community called Green- 
belt Station North Core. 

In the past WMATA officials 
have been reluctant to meet with 
officials from local jurisdictions 
in this type of venue. WMATA’s 
willingness to meet with Greenbelt 
representatives was described by 
Andy Scott of the Maryland State 
Highway Administration (SHA), 
who was present at the meeting, 
as a “sea change in how WMATA 
does things.” Scott believes that 
WMATA’s new involvement will, 
in the end, get projects that are 
better and done sooner.

Scott noted that a large amount 
of acreage around Metro stations 
is ready to be developed. SHA 
wants to be a partner with WMA- 
TA, he said. 

Scott also praised Nat Bot- 
tigheimer, chief WMATA spokes- 
person at the meeting, who previ- 
ously had worked for SHA. 

Opening the meeting, Green- 
belt Mayor Judith Davis asked 
Bottigheimer, “What is a transit- 
oriented development?” 

He responded that he viewed it 
as a pedestrian-oriented develop- 
ment. “If you take all stakehold- 
ers and a station, get them all 
together and have them state their 
goals for the site, you will come 
up with a smart-growth solution,” 
he said. Davis responded that she 
looked for such a development 
to be designed for mixed-income 
occupancy as well as for mixed 
use, but it should also include 
arts and recreation. Davis also 
expressed concern about school 
needs. She noted that a board 
of education study of needs for 


City Reports on Overpass 
Public Safety Action Plan 


Citizen concerns about public 
safety in the vicinity of Garden- 
way and the Spellman Overpass 
were addressed in the city’s first 
quarterly report on its action plan 
to make public safety-related 
improvements in the vicinity of 
Gardenway and the Spellman 
Overpass. 

Incidents of crime in that area 
last year raised public concerns; 
the city’s advisory boards agreed 
to study the issue and make rec- 
ommendations to council. From 
those recommendations council 
developed an action plan that was 
approved on February 11. 

The quarterly report ad- 
dressed police presence, main- 
tenance, education/outreach, 
emergency call boxes, security 
cameras and improved lighting. 
Regarding police presence, one 
or both school resource officers 
have been monitoring activity 
in the area of the overpass and 
paths leading to it every day, 
at the beginning and end of the 
school day. Police in the bike 
unit, K-9 unit and general patrol 
have been present on a regular 
basis. 

As to maintenance, Public 
Works has maintained the area 


to keep it clear of undergrowth. 
The National Park Service made 
repairs to holes in the fencing in 
January and there have been no 
subsequent reports of problems. 
Also the memorial plaque will 
be relocated and the existing 
base will be removed in the next 
couple of months. 

Regarding education/outreach, 
the police department will con- 
duct a community meeting co- 
hosted by the Public Safety Ad- 
visory Committee (PSAC), prob- 
ably at the August 13 meeting 
of PSAC. Residents in the area 
will be able to sign up for email 
crime alerts at the meeting. A 
letter will be hand-delivered to 
each home in the vicinity noting 
the meeting and the department’s 
effort to address residents’ con- 
cerns. 

The ordering and installation 
of call boxes and security cam- 
eras will be completed as soon 
as a schedule is established for 
Comcast to install the phone 
line. Installation is expected this 
month. 

Regarding lighting, the lights 
on the path were checked May 
19 and found to be appropriately 
bright.

Greenbelt West was not completed 
when AIMCO’s plans to redevelop 
the Springhill Lake apartments fell 
apart. 

Parking 

The city council particularly is 
concerned that the proposed plan 
for Greenbelt Station includes one 
large parking structure to replace 
existing station parking. In the 
preliminary plan, this large build- 
ing would be adjacent to the main 
north-south connector road within 
the development. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts referred to a similar massive 
parking structure at the College 
Park Metro station as “ugly.” 

Director of Planning and Com- 
munity Development Celia Craze 
noted the city’s objections to Met- 
ro’s insistence that station parking 
must be separate from other park- 
ing, not shared with other devel- 
opment uses and be in one place, 
not scattered throughout the area. 

A further complication stems 
from the city’s agreement with 
PRV on site development, which 
specified that parking structures 
not front on the major roads at 
the Metro Station. PRV thus 
considers as one possible solution 
placing store fronts adjacent to 
the parking structure along the 
north-south road. 

Councilmember Edward Putens, 
after learning that WMATA sought

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Here Are the Facts 


In an effort to correct misinformation published in an editorial 
in another local newspaper, the Gazette, the city had written the 
following letter to the Gazette for their June 5 issue. The letter, 
which has yet to appear in that publication, is being printed in the 
Greenbelt News Review and is on the citys website in order to get 
the widest possible circulation. 


To the Editor of the Gazette: 

In your May 22 editorial “Finding a Voice,” the Gazette took 
note that the Springhill Lake neighborhood of Greenbelt does not 
have any representation on the Greenbelt City Council and took 
the City’s at-large voting system to task. However, the Gazette’s 
editorial has numerous factual errors that need to be corrected. 

First, according to the 2000 U.S. Census, the Springhill Lake 
neighborhood does not have 10,000 residents. It had 6,443 resi- 
dents or 30 percent of Greenbelt’s population. There has been no 
Census update since then. Second, the Gazette says “there has 
never been a black council member or representation from Sprin- 
ghill Lake” on the City Council. This is not correct. Three past 
Council members were Springhill Lake residents when they were 
elected. One of them, Gil Weidenfeld, served 22 years on Council, 
including 15 as Mayor. Also, two current council members have 
called Springhill Lake home in the past. As to there being no 
black Council members, only two African-Americans have run in 
the past 30 years. 

Third, it 1s alleged “the complex is left out of the loop during 
campaign season.” This is far from true. Since 1991, the City has 
had a program that provides locations for city election candidates 
to post their campaign signs. There were nine locations citywide 
— three in Springhill Lake, three in Greenbelt East (east of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway), and three in center Greenbelt. 
In the last election, 15 locations were identified, with five each in 
Springhill Lake and the other two areas. Also for the past three 
elections, sample ballots were produced and mailed by the city to 
each household in Greenbelt that had a registered voter in resi- 
dence. The sample ballot was in addition to the notices sent out 
prior to each election by the County Board of Elections. 

Finally, the editorial says the neighborhood is “overlooked by 
the system.” This statement is blatantly false. Springhill Lake has 
the same access to city services as other residents and in a number 
of cases receives more. For example, in addition to regular police 
coverage, there is also an additional police officer assigned to the 
Springhill Lake neighborhood due to a public-private partnership 
between the City and AIMCO, the owners of the apartment com- 
plex. Springhill Lake is home to one of the City’s two recreation 
centers, and Greenbelt CARES holds one of its family support pro- 
grams at Springhill Lake Elementary in order to make participation 
easier for interested families. 

In short, the City of Greenbelt has and will continue to support 
the residents of Springhill Lake. The City Council will hold a pub- 
lic meeting with the NAACP and the ACLU on June 30, 2008, to 
hear their concerns about the City’s voting system. The meeting will 
be held in the Greenbelt Municipal Building starting at 7 p.m.

SHL Purchase Is Expected 


To Take Place on June 25 


Empire American Holdings, 
LLC of Montvale, N.J., plans 
to take over Springhill Lake on 
June 25, it has been learned. A 
privately-owned holding com- 
pany, Empire has said it will 
buy the property from AIMCO 
(Apartment Investment and Man- 
agement Company) and rename 
it Empirian Village. Empire 
officials were to meet with city 
officials in Greenbelt this week 
and reportedly plan a three-year 
renovation that includes upgrad- 
ing the infrastructure. 

At a city council meeting 
June 2 Celia Craze, director of 
Planning and Community De- 
velopment, said that the new 
owner “is obliged to make good 
on all existing violations,” which 
Craze reported were listed on 40 
pages. 

According to the company’s 
website, Empire American Hold- 
ings is one of America’s larg- 


est privately-owned multifam- 
ily property owners with nearly 
40,000 residential units in 17 
states. The company also has 
commercial properties. A sub- 
sidiary company is Empire In- 
surance Holdings which owns 
four insurance agencies manag- 
ing more than 50,000 policies. 
The company was formed by 
Ezra Beyman in 2006 but has 
holdings dating back to 1983 
acquired by the Empire Equity 
Group, Inc. Beyman 1s presi- 
dent of Empire Equity Group, 
Inc. The company’s holdings 
began with the acquisition of 
a small office building in New 
Jersey. 

Notable holdings, according 
to the company, are “the el- 
egant” Riverfront Apartments in 
Detroit, Mich., and Empirian on 
Central and on Steele, both in

Ice Cream with Linda 


I’m her Santa Claus, Easter 
Bunny and parade candy giver 
all in one. I first met Linda 
at Generous Joe’s when I was 
dressed as Santa (don’t ask). She 
became a child and called me 
Santa. With my costume on, she 
treated me differently and I 1m- 
mediately connected with her as 
a human being that moment and 
that began a friendship that lasted 
for the last three years, until her 
recent death. 

I was also sort of her Easter 
Bunny because I found her at 
Roosevelt Center, her main perch, 
this past Easter depressed and 
yearning for an Easter Basket. 
Later, we were cleaning out the 
food at the New Deal Café and 
someone got the idea of giving 
Linda the huge frozen turkey and 
other foods. 

We loaded her up on the foods 
and I gave her a post-Easter bas- 
ket. 

And when I was marching in 
last year’s Labor Day parade, I 
saw Linda sitting like a little girl 
on the curb and I gave her some 
candies and trinkets and she was 
thrilled. 

Over those three years, Linda 
and I shared many laughs, tears 
and hugs and we often made each 
other’s days. I had to learn to 
hug her very gently because she 
was so, so thin. I still treasure 
her hugs and sweet kisses on my 
cheek. 

She and I shared an Italian 
heritage although she could pro- 
nounce Italian words much, much 
better than I could. She was 
intelligent and literate as well as 
beautiful. She often read books 
or the News Review in her chair 
in the town center. 

She was a fan of my articles 
in the News Review. She first 
learned I was the person writing 
the articles when I mentioned 
writing an article on coyotes. 

She was unique in so many 
ways. Physically, she is the only 
person I ever met with two dif- 
ferent colored eyes: one blue, one 
brown. She used to joke that this 
gave her husband two wives, de- 
pending on which side he looked 
at her from. 

Sometimes she cried because 
her mother was dying. Other 
times she cried because she had 
been beaten. 

That happened very recently 
and she commented on seeing 
me eating an ice cream cone at 
the Center. She hadn’t seen me 
relax like that in a while. She 
believed in laughing, relaxing and 
letting go. 

I gave her an ice cream cone, 
too, and she told me it felt good 
on her sore lips and she hadn’t 
had one in five years. 

After that, the last time I ever 
saw her alive was when I saw

her sitting on a 
bench outside 
Denny’s in Gre- 
enway Center as 
I ate breakfast. 
She stopped by 
the table to say 
“hr to me; 

It must have 
been Monday, 
May 12 when I 
was Startled to 
see her favorite 
chair marked 
“In Loving 
Memory of Linda.” There were 
flowers and a “Mother and Child” 
statue card. It seemed to hide 
some canned goods. And there 
was an offering of a fruit basket. 

I bought an ice cream cone 
and shared it with her. 

The memorial changed as days 
went by. I watched as one friend 
brought a wooden cross he had 
carefully made, with a marker 
inviting people to write notes to 
Linda. 

Then her roommate came by 
with a cross of his own — tiles 
glued on the back of an old 
grandmother’s clock. He left 
wiping tears from his face. He 
returned often, once bringing

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a tray of her 
favorite french 
fries, donated 
by Generous 
Joe’s. Another 
friend left her 
a cup of Joe’s 
coffee. 

Her room- 
mate helped me 
solve one of the 
many mysteries 
around Linda 
— starting with 
whether she 
was homeless or not. He told 
me two years ago, probably in 
the winter, he had worked on her 
for a month to get her to take a 
room in his apartment to get out 
of the cold. She kept her things 
in that room and may have slept 
there at night. 

But I doubt that was really a 
home for her, just another per- 
son’s generosity, trying to help. 
So to me it answered the ques- 
tion: yes, she was homeless. 

Most of the other questions 
and mysteries will never be 
solved, and maybe we should 
leave Linda some mysteries and

7:30 and 9 a.m.), I walk down 
Hillside/Greenhill, cross Crescent 
via the crosswalk, enter and walk 
around the lake once or twice and 
return home via the crosswalk at 
St. Hugh’s School. I, too, have 
had occasional problems at those 
crosswalks from unyielding cars. 
Almost invariably, the problem 
emanates from cars traveling from 
the Kenilworth direction. 

When I initially approach either 
crosswalk and see a car coming 
from either direction, I quickly 
gauge the possibilities. If I think 
there is ample time for the car to 
pass by without interrupting my 
progress much, I raise my arm 
and vigorously wave that car on, 
so the driver need not unneces- 
sarily stop or slow down for me. 
If, however, I believe I can cross 
safely with the car merely slow- 
ing down a bit (the speed limit or 
less), I raise the appropriate hand 
with the traditional stop/slowdown 
signal to alert the driver to slow 
down a little and allow me to 
cross, at the cost to him/her of a 
few seconds. Usually that ma- 
neuver is successful, the car slows 
down and I cross quickly without 
incident. Sometimes, however, the 
car continues at its same or even 
higher rate of speed and threatens 
my life. A couple of years ago, 
I experienced that likelihood two 
mornings in a row, from cars 
coming from Kenilworth. I doubt 
whether they missed me by more 
than | or 2 feet. 

I reported both incidents to 
our local police. They in turn 
were kind enough to put up a 
warning sign at that crosswalk 
and a few days later, just before 
the crosswalk, one of those giz- 
mos that show the oncoming car 
(from the Kenilworth direction) 
his varying speed levels. In my 
opinion, these measures had a 
marked dampening effect on on- 
coming cars and made crossing 
a much more viable experience. 
Alas, the gizmo stayed up only 
a couple of weeks before going 
elsewhere and I have not seen 
it since. Still, it had a soothing 
effect on car speed and manners 
while it lasted. 

I still continue on my daily 
walks but with a higher degree 
of caution and, by and large, 
I have found most motorists 
do observe the rule allowing 
walkers the right-of-way on the 
crosswalk. Amusingly enough, 
sometimes a car will stop and 
allow me to cross unimpeded, 
even though I had vigorously 
waved it on. 

In all my walking trips I have 
never encountered a car, which 
is behind one that had stopped 
to allow me to cross, pass that 
stopped car and me, on the 
shoulder — that would be scary. 

As far as the St. Hugh’s 
flashing lights are concerned, 
I’ve gone by many times in 
the afternoon in my car (from 
Kenilworth). Most cars clear- 
ly abide by the requirement to 
markedly slow down (including 
me). However, I do have one 
caveat. Often those flashing 
lights seem to be unnecessar- 
ily on, apparently turned on 
too early. On those occasions 
I have observed absolutely no 
human activity emanating from 
St. Hugh’s School — no visable 
children, no adults and no cars 
trying to get entry to Crescent. 
Perhaps the timing of those lights 
might be addressed.

I’ve met many of her friends 
at her makeshift memorial and 
expect to meet more — she 
brought together people from all 
walks of life. We all shed tears 
and prayers inwardly or openly, 
some kneeling to pray by her 
chair. Some of us shared meals 
with her and brought her dig- 
nity, as she used to say. 

I like to think of her now 
wearing the copper jewelry she 
bought at the last Green Man 
Festival, dancing, kissing, hug- 
ging, enjoying life with a hearty 
laugh and viewing life through 
beautifully different eyes. 

Her mother died around the 
same time as she did, around 
Mother’s Day. That was so 
appropriate because she was a 
loving mother to her children 
and our children. 

With all the mysteries sur- 
rounding Linda, we each have 
to choose the stories we like 
best — so Ill choose the one that 
says she started spending her 
days at the Center so she could 
keep her eye on her daughters 
who then worked as lifeguards 
at the Greenbelt pool. 

When I walk to the Center 
now, I feel her presence still 
and believe she’s now merged 
into the Mother and Child stat- 
ue, because she was both and so 
much more.

an equal number of spaces in the 
proposed structure that it now has 
at the station, felt the number could 
be substantially reduced. He noted 
that the federal government plans 
to go to four-day work weeks 
while staying open five days, the 
overlapping schedules would cut 
back on commuting trips. 

Bottigheimer agreed that the 
proposed parking structure would 
be a dominant structure whose 
use would not be shared and 
he is somewhat offended by the 
concept. He would prefer to see 
parking structures used throughout 
the day but said he did not know 
how to achieve that result. He 
reiterated WMATA’s requirement 
that all existing parking and bus 
bays must be replaced in the new 
development. 

WMATA does not want the 
project to become auto-oriented, 
he said. Nor does it wish to 
interfere with the role of local 
governments. Bottigheimer said 
he is mindful, however, of the 
time limits imposed upon develop- 
ers and that restudying this matter 
could cause problems. “We will 
have to try to live with what we 
have,” he said. 

Mathew Lattin, development 
executive for Petrie Ross, told 
council that at this time the com- 
pany was focusing on finalizing a 
parking agreement with WMATA 
and not on other development. 
He noted that they have been 
working with Craze. Less parking 
would be less costly to the com- 
pany, he said, but it must provide 
the required amount to support the 
planned development. 


Soccer Stadium 

According to a May 6 memo- 
randum to council by City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin, the city 
had been advised that Petrie Ross 
representatives planned to attend 
the International Council of Shop- 
ping Centers exhibition in Las Ve- 
gas where it would show its North 
Core plan for Greenbelt Station 
with space for a soccer stadium 
and a 70,000 square-foot entertain- 
ment complex in the north and 
north-east corners of the property. 

McLaughlin said that Petrie 
Ross representatives had told city 
staff that while “there are no com- 
mitments or agreements for a 
stadium .. . they are having no 
success in attracting a fashion or 
upscale retail anchor store.” 

Subsequently the city council 
had sent a letter expressing op- 
position to a stadtum because such 
a facility would be utilized only 
about 30 times a year and would 
be idle and non-producing the rest 
of the time. 

Petrie Ross consultant Robert 
DePietro, former mayor of Laurel, 
downplayed the company’s in- 
volvement in the stadium propos- 
al. He noted that the stadium idea 
came from Maryland Comptroller 
Peter Franchot after the District 
rejected a proposal to build a 
D.C. United stadium across the 
Anacostia River from the new 
Washington Nationals stadium. 
Franchot urged that a stadium be 
built in Maryland. 

A feasibility study of Metro 
sites is currently underway by 
the Maryland Stadium Authority. 
While a stadium model has been 
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prepared for the Greenbelt Station 
site plan model, DePietro indicated 
that models for a major depart- 
ment store or large office com- 
plex at the same site also existed. 
Depending on who came by their 
booth at the Las Vegas exhibition, 
the appropriate model to appeal 
to that potential customer would 
be displayed. 

When District officials heard 
about Maryland’s interest in a sta- 
dium, they renewed their interest 
in finding a suitable site within 
the District. 

Davis reiterated the city’s 
strong objections to locating the 
stadium in Greenbelt. She asked 
if the present construction market 
was affecting Petrie Ross decisions 
for Greenbelt Station. 

Lattin said that the overall pro- 
cess for development went be- 
yond market cycles. He felt the 
density plan for the property was 
still good. They are not deviating 
from the plan, he said, but devel- 
opment may be delayed. 

Davis expressed concern about 
legislation proposed by County 
Councilmember Thomas Der- 
noga that would permit a 200,000 
square-foot office use instead of 
an upscale store. This legislation 
was not yet available for review. 

Craze commented that the 
agreement for development of 
the site was conditioned upon the 
presence of upscale retail and that 
such a legislative change would be 
a major alteration. 

In his memorandum to council 
McLaughlin had reported that 
Petrie Ross representatives in 
their meeting with city staff had

New Law Affects Child Passengers 


Starting June 30 a new law 
will require Maryland’s children 
up to age eight to use a child 
safety seat or booster seat when 
riding in a motor vehicle, unless 
the child is 4’9” tall or taller or 
weighs more than 65 pounds. 
This new law will help protect 
all children not yet big enough 
for adult seat belts to fit prop- 
erly. 

Proper fit for a seat belt means 
the lap-shoulder belt fits low on 
the child’s hips and across the 
mid-chest. If the belt fits across 
the child’s neck or stomach, the 
child could be injured in the 
event of a crash. The new law 
means some children who have 
been secured with adult seat 
belts under the current law will

Over 60 dancers had a chance 
to shine on the Community Cen- 
ter stage at the “Greenbelt’s Gal- 
axy” dance recital on Saturday, 
May 17. The stars were children 
age six and up from Samantha 
Fitschen’s ballet, jazz and music 
theater dance classes, offered 
weekly through the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department at the 
Community Center dance studio. 

With the imagination and in- 
ventiveness we have come to ex- 
pect from Fitschen, the different 
dance styles were tied together 
with a story. An explorer, ex- 
pressively portrayed by Manuel 
Ayala Sapelli, flies his space 
shuttle through space. Soon he 
is surrounded by the twirling 
Northern Lights — the younger 
beginning ballet students wearing 
pretty blue and yellow tutus. A 
less pleasant experience follows 
when Space Junk, thrown at him 
from all sides by young jazz 
dancers, batters his space shuttle. 

Our explorer is rescued just 
in time by Soteria, played by 
Geetika Reichmann, wearing 
traditional Indian costume and 
dancing a beautiful solo. The 
explorer lands successfully on the 
International Space Station, where 
he is happy to meet a group 
of fellow astronauts, a small 
group of Music Theater dancers 
in NASA jumpsuits who gave a 
lively and enjoyable performance 
to the song “Space Jam.”

The sold-out audience thor- 
oughly enjoyed and applauded 
every part of the show and the 
children were obviously having fun 
performing on stage.

The dance program at the 
Community Center has expanded 
rapidly in the two years since 
Fitschen took over the dance stu- 
dio. Weekly classes in Creative 
Movement for preschoolers are 
offered, as well as jazz, ballet and 
Music Theater dance for children 
aged six and up and Goddess 
dance for women.
